ESTATES COMMISSIONERS 

FOR 

THE PERIOD EROM 1ST NOVEMBER, 1903, TO THE BIST MARCH, 1905. 


To His Excellency WILLIAM HUMBLE, EARL OF DUDLEY, 
Lord Lieutenant-General and General Goyernor of Ireland. 


The Estates Commissioners beg to submit the following Report of their 
proceedings under the Irish Land Act, 1908, during the period from 1st 
November, 1903, to the 31st March, 1905. 

In their interim Report, dated the 10th April last, in respect of the period 
from 1st November, 1903, to the 3lst December, 1904, the Commissioners have 
already made such observations of a general and explanatory character as 
they considered necessary. The present Report contains particulars of the 
transactions under the first 23 Sections of the Act for the whole period from 
the commencement of the Act to the 31st March, 1905. 


I. 

Direct Sales by Landlords to Tenants , i.e., to -persons other than the Land 
Commission (Sections 1 to 5 of the Act.) 

During the period from 1st November, 1903, the date of the commencement Applications, 
of the Act, up to the 31st March, 1905, 2,085 Applications, originating pro- 
ceedings by Vendors for the sale of Estates to persons other than the Land 
Commission, were lodged, and, by the end of March, 1905, the lands comprised 
in 1.443 of these 2,085 Applications had been provisionally declared fit to be 
regarded as “ Separate Estates ” for the purposes of the Act. 

The Commissioners refused to declare the lands comprised in 11 Origina- 
ting Applications fit to be regarded as “ Separate Estates ” for the following 
reasons : — 

In 10 of these cases the applications comprised each a single holding 
only — in four, new tenancies had been created which the Commissioners did 
not consider bond fide ; in four, the single holdings were residential, and in 
two, the proposed sale was from father to son. 

In one case — the Estate of the Scottish National and Union Assurance 
Company (formerly Blake Foster), comprising 105 holdings, the Com- 
missioners as already stated in their interim report, refused to declare the 
lands a “ Separate Estate,” and referred to the Judicial Commissioner a 
question of law which is not yet decided.* 

Four applications were withdrawn, and the remaining 627 were pending 
on the 31st March, 1905.

The number of Agreements for purchase of holdings lodged in cases of 
sales of Estates to persons other than the Land Commission in the period 
under review was 41,629, the Purchase money being £1(5,666,999, in respect 
of which the Advances applied for amounted to £16,628,866, the balance,. 
£38,133, being proposed to be paid in cash. 

For the purchase of parcels (Sec. 2) 463 Agreements were lodged, the pur- 
chase money being £94,236, in respect of which the Advances applied for 
amounted to £93,719, the balance, £517, being proposed to be paid in cash. 

For the purchase of demesnes (Sec. 3) 16 agreements were lodged, the 
purchase money being £134,896, the Advances applied for £106,348, the 
balance, £28,548, being proposed to be paid in cash. 

For the purchase of parcels (Section 4) 9 agreements were lodged, the 
purchase money being £62, the advances applied for £6 1 , the balance, £1, being 
proposed to be paid in cash. 

The total amount of advances applied for was £16,828,994. 

It has not been found possible, with the staff available and within a 
reasonable time, to analyze in detail all the 41,629 Purchase Agreements 
lodged up to 31st March, 1905, so as to show by Counties and Provinces 
whether the rents payable for the holdings were first or second term rents or 
non -judicial rents, and whether the purchase prices were within or without 
the Zones. 

Such particulars as are available with regard to all Agreements lodged are 
contained in Table I., but in addition to the particulars given in Table I. as to 
all the Agreements lodged, a Beturn (Table 1a.) is furnished giving by 
Counties and Provinces, a detailed analysis of the 22,783 Applications 
which have been examined. 

In Table VIII. will be found a detailed analysis of all advances actually 
made in respect of sales direct from landlord to tenant, pursuant to the 
provisions of the first five Sections of the Act. £4,233,7+6 was advanced 
for the purchase of 8,346 holdings; £48,187 for the purchase of 93 “Parcels,” 
(Section 2) ; and £56,239 for the purchase of 7 demesnes (Section 3) ; the total 
amount advanced being £4,338,172. In 2 cases, “ Parcels ” were vested in 
trustees for purposes mentioned in Section 4. 

In 89 cases, in all, the purchasers provided part or the whole of the 
purchase-money of their holdings in cash, the amount of such cash payments 
being £41,576. 

The Commissioners refused entirely 109 Applications for Advances 
amounting to £30,769, and in 238 cases refused to sanction the full amounts 
applied for — the Advances sanctioned in these latter cases being £25,000 
less than the sums applied for. The reasons for refusal are shown in Table 


Purchase of Estates by the Land Commission. ( Section 6.) 

Originating Re- One hundred and four Bequests to the Commissioners to inquire into the 
quests. circumstances of Estates with a view to their purchase and resale pursuant to 

Table II. the provisions of Section 6, were received during the period ended 31st March, 

1905. In 71 of these, the Commissioners directed the necessary inquires 
to be made ; 4 were withdrawn or refused, and the remaining 29 had not 
been ruled on, on the 31st March, 1905. 

In 31 cases the Commissioners estimated the prices of Estates and made 
offers to purchase amounting to £751,816. In 30 of these, the owners 
agreed to sell at the estimated prices ; in 1, the Owners had not, on the 
31st March, 1905, agreed to the offer made by the Commissioners. 

The Land Commission entered into agreements to purchase 29 of these 
Estates. The total prices agreed to be paid for such Estates were £691,621. 
Estates purchased. . T he P 111011956 of fifteen Estates was actually completed by the Land Corn- 
Table IX. mission for the sum of £163,926. 

Resales. Table XI. Advances were made on the resale of these Estates to 269 tenants of hold- 
‘ ings for sums amounting to £94,422 ; to 73 purchasers of parcels (Section 2) 
for sums amounting to £24,610 ; to 6 Owners (Section 3) for sums amounting 
to £16,909 ; and in 2 cases advances amounting to £3,777 were made to 
Trustees (Section 4). The total amount realized on resales was £139,752, this 
sum including £50 advanced for improvements (Section 43), and a cash pay- 
ment of £34. 
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137 acres, valued at £1,970, in the occupation of 12 tenants, paying a Dand not resold 
rental ot £88. 11s. 2d., and 1,639 acres of untenanted land valued at Table IX - 
£22,265, remained unsold. For 58 acres of the unsold tenanted land, and for 
all the untenanted land unsold undertakings to purchase had been received 
by the Commissioners, but the lands had not been vested in the purohaser on 
the 31st March, 1905. 

Of the two parcels sold to Trustees under Section 4, one consisted of timber sales to Trustees, 
and land suitable for planting, comprising an area of 263 acres, situated on the (Section 4). 
Coolgreany .Estate of Sir George F. Brooke, County Wexford, and was sold 
to the Agricultural and Technical Department for the purpose of forestry ; 
the other comprised 71 acres on the Estate of Martin Bodkin, Co. Galway, 
and was vested iu Trustees for the purpose of pasturage. 

It was not found necessary to make any orders under the compulsory 
powers conferred by Section 19. 

There were no cases in which the Lord Lieutenant with the approval of 
the Treasury dispensed with the conditions as to undertakings to purchase 
holdings laid down in Section 6 (2). 

III. 

Purchase and Re-sale of Demesne and other Lands in Owner’s occupation 
from and to Owners ( Section 3.) 

One hundred and thirteen applications were received, during the period Owners^to 58 ^ 
under review, from owners to re-purchase demesnes and other lands in their P QrcllaEe 
occupation containing 44,430 acres. TaW^xiv.* 0 ' 

The Commissioners had the lands comprised in 52 of the 113 applications 
inspected, and estimated the total price at £385,715. The remaining aWe XIV ‘ 
applications will be dealt with according as the properties, of which the 
demesnes or other lands form part, are inspected. 

Twenty-four agreements to purchase demesnes were entered into by the Table xiv. 

Land Commission ; the total amount of the prices agreed to was £156,528, 
and the total area of the lands comprised in the agreements was 7,461 acres. 

Fourteen advances, amounting to £73,348, were made on resale of Demesnes Demesnes, &c., 
and other lands to owners. The amount of cash paid by vendors to make up ^Owners, 
the purchase-money was £17,232. 

There were 11 mansions or other residences on the lands so resold to the 
owners, 10 of which have been insured by the Owners, in compliance with the 
requirements of the Commissioners, for sums amounting to £20,423. 


Congested Estates, Section 6 (4) (5). 

The Commissioners, with the consent of the Owners, certified three Congested 
estates to the Lord Lieutenant to be “ Congested ” Estates, but, owing to the 
difficulties mentioned in their interim Report, they had not in practice dealt 
with any estates as congested from the date of the commencement of the Act 
up to the 31st March, 1905. 


V. 

Purchases and Re-sales of Estates in the Court of the Land Judge (Section 7). 

At the request of the Land Commission, particulars were furnished PurohaBe and r e - 
by the Land Judge in respect of 72 estates, to enable the Commissioners to ? a Land Judge’s 
have the estates inspected with a view to the purchase and re-sale thereof Court, 
under this Section. In two cases, after inspection, the Commissioners did not Table rv. 
see their way to make offers to purchase ; and in one case the offer made by 
the Commissioners was refused by the Land Judge. 

In 19 Estates the Commissioners estimated the prices at sums amount- 
ing to £234,080, and made offers to purchase ; and in 13 cases the offers so 
made by the Commissioners were accepted by the Land Judge — the purchase- 
money being £157,928. As regards the 60 remaining estates, 25 had been 
inspected with a view to offers being made for them in their order of priority, 
and 25 were either in course of inspection or were awaiting inspection in their 
■order .

The Commissioners completed the purchase of 12 estates at the tota^ 
price of £136,213. 

Advances were made on the resale of these Estates to 272 tenants of 
holdings for sums amounting to £129,299 ; to 29 purchasers of parcels (Section 
2) for sums amounting to £2,754 and to one Owner (Section 3) an advance of 
£200 was made. The total amount realised on resale was £133,563 ; this sum 
included cash payments amounting to £1,310. 

205 acres of untenanted land valued at £2,650 remained unsold. Under- 
takings had been received by the Commissioners for the whole of this area 
but the lands had not been vested in the purchasers on the 31st March, 1905. 

YI. 

Purchase of Estates by the Congested Districts Board through the Land 
Commission — Estates Commissioners. ( Sections 72 and 79). 

Thirty requests by owners to the Congested Districts Board to have the 
lands declared separate Estates for the purpose of sale under the above 
Sections of the Irish Land Act, 1903, were complied with by the Board 
and transmitted by them to the Land Commission for the purposes specified in 
the 79th Section of this Act. The aggregate purchase money agreed upon for 
the purchase of these Estates is £882,240. In one of these ' Estates, the area 
of which is 2,025 acres, the purchase was completed at the price of £1 6,037. 

VII. 

Purchase of Untenanted Lands. ('Section 8 . ) 

On the 31st March, 1905, negotiations were pending in 21 cases for the 
purchase of 5,277 acres of untenanted land pursuant to the provisions of 
Sec. 8, but no advance was made in the period under review for the purchase of 
lands under this section. 

It should be observed that untenanted land offered for sale to the Com- 
missioners is generally so offered in connection with tenanted land, and in such 
cases is dealt with under other Sections of the Act. In some cases untenanted 
land was in the first instance offered for sale to the Commissioners under 
Section 8, but was subsequently included with tenanted lands under Section 6, 
and has accordingly been dealt with under that Section. 

In Table XYI. is given the total area of the untenanted land for the pur- 
chase of which, under Sections 6, 7, and 8 of the Act, negotiations were pending 
on the 31st March, 1905.

Summary of Ajrplications. 

In eases of direct sales, 42,117 applications for advances amounting to 
.£16,828,994 were received from the commencement of the Act. 

Tvent 3 '-nine agreements (based on proposed resales to 2,181 purchasers, 
for sums amounting to £691,561), were entered into with Vendors for the 
sale of estates under Section 6, and the Land Judge accepted the offers of the 
Laud Commission to purchase 13 estates under Section 7, such offers being 
based on proposed resales to 334 purchasers amounting to £156 618 

The above sums amount to £17,677,178. In addition, there were, on the 
31st March, 1905, offered for sale to the Commissioners estates of an estimated 
value of £2,085,957, and estates in respect of which the Congested Districts 
Board had transmitted Requests to the Land Commission under Section 79, of 
* r “^82,240 making a total to the end of the period under review 

of £20,145,370. r 

Summary of Advances. 

Nine thousand and twelve advances, amounting to £4,610,143 were 
made in respect of direct sales and re-sales under Sections 3,’ 6, and 7, and 
cash payments amounting to £42,920 were made by purchasers to 
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complete their purchase money. In addition, advances amounting to £42,911 
were made (under Sections 6, 7, and 72 and 79) for the purchase of 
Estates and portions of Estates where resales had not taken place, making the 
total amount advanced £4,653,054. 


IX. 

Section 9 (1). 

The value of all lands vested in the Land Commission, in respect of which Table IX. p. 87. 
Undertakings to re-purchase had not been received up to 31st March, 1905, 
is estimated at £1,183, the gross area being 78a. 3r. and 16p., and the rental 
£50 8s. 9d. 


X. 

Improvement of Estates and Untenanted Land. ( Sections 12 and 43) 

In the period to 31st March, 1905, a sum of £6,026 was advanced to 
the Land Commission by the Treasury out of the Reserve Fund, pursuant to 
section 43, for the improvement and benefit of estates and untenanted land. 
Of this sum there was expended in the period £4,902 11s. 3d. as follows : — 

(a) Buildings, repair of houses, . £2,906 19 6 

(b) Drainage, fencing, and amalgama- 

tion of holdings and parcels, . 518 14 4 

(c) Other expenditure under Section 

12 for the purposes of the Act, . 1,476 17 5

Of the sum so expended £3,034 11s. 6d. was sanctioned by way of free grants, 
and is therefore not repayable. The balance of £1,867 19s. 9d. was included 
in the purchase monies of the holdings which, by reason of the improvements 
effected, the Commissioners were enabled to sell at enhanced prices, and will 
be refunded to the Reserve Fund and be repayable by the purchasers as part of 
the Land Purchase Annuities. 

No sums were advanced and made repayable by tenant purchasers to the 
Land Commission by instalments or otherwise, which were not included in 
the Land Purchase Annuities. 

No advance had become payable by the National Debt Commissioners to the 
Land Commission for repayment to the Reserve Fund pursuant to sub-section 
3 of Section 43. 

In addition to the sum of £4,902 11s. 3d. expended as above stated, the 
Commissioners, during the period in question, sanctioned a sum of 
£5,988 8s. 9d., to be expended under the above-mentioned heads; £4,505 8s. 6d. 
of this sum will not be repayable, having been sanctioned by way of free grant, 
and arrangements either have been made or are in contemplation whereby the 
residue (£1,483 0s. 3d.) will be made repayable with the Tenants’ Purchase 
Annuities when the holdings have been sold at enhanced prices to the purchasers 
by reason of the improvements effected. 

XI. 

Bent and Interest ( Section 18). 

The amount of rent and interest under Section 18 of the Act received by 
the Land Commission in respect of land purchased by them in the period from 
1st November, 1903, to 1st May, 1905, was £10,808 18s. Od. and the 
amount of interest at the rate of 3£ per cent payable to Vendors from the 
respective dates of the Agreements to purchase their Estates to the same 
date was £11,999 19s. 7d. The difference between the amount actually 
received from tenant-purchasers and the amount payable to Vendors had 
either not become due or was in course of collection. 
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XII. 

Negotiation Fees. ( Section 23, s.s. 11 and 12). 

The Commissioners sanctioned negotiation fees in 81 estates in which 
an agent had been employed by the Vendor to negotiate the sale of such 
estates to persons other than the Land Commission. The total fees sanctioned 
to 31st March, 1905 amounted to £22,705 7s. 6d, which sum represents an 
average percentage of 2-4 per cent, on the Purchase Money. 

During the period under review, no percentage fees were paid to Negoti- 
ators of Estates' sold to the Irish Land Commission under sections 6 and 7, but 
in certain cases the claims made have been submitted to the Irish Government 
for Treasury assent; with a view to payment of fixed sums. The duties and 
work performed by Negotiators hitherto employed in connection with the sale 
of those Estates which have been purchased by the Commissioners under these 
sections have been so different that no sufficient basis has yet been afforded 
to frame a percentage scale of fees under section 23 (11) of the Act. 


XIII. 

Questions of Law. — Section 23 (1). 

Within the period covered by the Keport 14 questions of Law referred by 
the Estates Commissioners, pursuant to Section 23 (1), were decided by 
the Judicial Commissioner. 

No applications were made to the High Court (Section 23) (2) to 
require the Commissioners to refer a question of law to the Judicial Commis- 
sioners for decision. 


XIV. 

Sub-tenants and Joint Tenants . — Section 15. 

One hundred and seventeen sub-tenants and 13 joint-tenants were declared 
to be tenant-purchasers, and had their holdings vested in them during the 
period covered hy the Report.

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XVI. 

Accommodation lor Labourers . — Section 96. 

On the inspection of each Estate inquiries are made as to whether accom- 
modation is needed for labourers, and, in the period covered by the Report, 22 
schemes for the accommodation of labourers were forwarded by the Estates. 
Commissioners to the Local Government Board and District Councils in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 96 of the Act. These schemes 
affected 39 holdings, and contained representations for the erection of 48 
cottages or dwellings. 

The Commissioners are not aware whether any action has been taken by 
the local authorities on these representations. 

XVII. 

Sporting Rights. ( Section 13). 

In the 624 Estates purchased within the period under review the sporting 
rights were dealt with as follows : — 

In 26 Estates Exclusive Sporting Rights were preserved to head landlords. 

In 598 Estates sporting rights within the definition of Section 13 s.-s. 2 
of the Irish Land Act, 1903, were vested as follows In 457 Estates in the 
purchasers ; in 91 in the vendors ; in 29 in the purchasers concurrently with 
the head landlords ; in 6 in the vendors concurrently with the head landlords ; 
in 3 in the Land Commission concurrently with the head landlords ; in 6 partly 
in the Purchasers and partly in the Vendors ; and in 6 in the Land Commission. 

XVIII. 

Mines and Minerals ( Section 18 J. 

In the 624 estates purchased within the period under review the right of 
mining and taking minerals was dealt with as follows : 

In 537 estates they were vested in the Land Commission ; in 79 in the 
head landlords ; and in 8 partly in the head landlords and partly in the Land 
Commission. 


XIX. 

Ancient Monuments ( Section 14.) 

In their Reports the Surveyors are required to furnish particulars of any 
ancient or mediaeval structures or monuments, or the remains thereof, which 
may be on the holdings inspected, in order that the Commissioners mav be in 
a position to consider the advisability of vesting them, pursuant to Section 
14, either in the Commissioners of Public Works or in the County Council. 

During the period under review the Commissioners^were so informed of the 
existence of 18 monuments or structures. The Commissioners of Public Works 
have consented to one of these being vested in them, one will be vested in the 
County Council of Kildare, 7 aire reported to be of family or local interest only, 
and as to the others inquiries were pending on the 31st March, 1905. 

XX. 

Evicted Tenants Section 2 (J) (d). 

In the period up to 31st March, 1905, applications had been received Evicted Tenants, 
from 4,626 persons describing themselves as evicted tenants or their repre- 
sentatives. Of these applicants, 115 appeared, on the face of the applications, 
to he outside the purview of Section 2, ss. 1 (d) of the Act, either having been 
evicted more than 25 years previous to the passing of the Act, or not having 
been tenants of holdings to which the Land Law Acts apply ; 135 resided, at 
the time of the receipt of the particulars, outside Ireland, viz. : — 88 in America, 

5 in Australia, 1 in Africa, 41 in England, Scotland, or Wales. 

From the applications it appears that, at the date thereof, the former 
holdings of the applicants were, in 3,214 cases, in the occupation of tenants, 
while in the remaining 1,412 cases they were in the landlords hands or let to 
graziers on the Eleven Months’ System. 
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Purchase Agreements or Undertakings have been lodged with the Estates 
Commissioners in respect of 101 tenants reinstated or provided with other 
holdings by Landlords on Estates which had been inspected up to 31st March, 
1905, and 50 evicted tenants were reinstated by the Commissioners on 
Estates actually purchased by them in that period. In addition, on Estates 
which the Commissioners have agreed to purchase, 41 evicted tenants, or 
their representatives, have been reinstated, and the Commissioners have 
under consideration the restoration of others on Estates for the purchase 
of which under Sections 6, 7 and 8 of the Act, they are at present negotiating. 
The Commissioners have also been informed of the reinstatement by landlords 
of 46 evicted tenants whose purchase agreements have not up to the present 
been lodged, or, if lodged, the Estates on which the holdings are situated 
have not yet been inspected. There are probably other cases of the reinstate- 
ment of evicted tenants by landlords, as well as on Estates purchased by the 
Congested Districts Board, or sold by the Land Judge otherwise than under 
the provisions of Section 7 of the Act, which had not come to the notice of the 
Commissioners. 

The Tables in the Appendix furnish statistical information in detail as to the 
various classes of sales referred to in the Deport.
